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Federal Judge 
‘Orders Locks 
Off Club Bars 


New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
Several hundred feet of pine lumber 
which the government used in putting 
‘temporary padlocks on suspected bar- 
rooms and pantries in 26 Broadway 
night clubs six weeks dgo must be 
removed immediately, Federal Judge 
Thomas D. Thacher ruled today. 


Judge Thacher held that the pad- 
locks in the first instance were illegal 
and not provided for in the prohibi- 
‘tion law and that “the practice of 
| depriving people of the use of their 
properties without a trial is shock- 
ing.” 

| The decision was regarded as a 
‘direct slap at the methods of prohi- 
bition enforcement headquarters in 


Washington. 


Blow to Mrs. Willebrandt. 

The temporary padlocks against 
night club bars were issued at the 
_ direct suggestion of Mrs. Mabel Wille 
brandt, assistant attorney general in 
charge of prohibition enforcement. 

The orders fixing padlocks on the 
bars of most of the twenty-six night 
clubs involved in the raids were issued 
_by Federal Judge Hazen of Buffalo, 
then sitting here. They were served 
by the raiders themselves. 

Judge Thacher declared that pre 
liminary to the issuance of temporary 
padlocks, defendants should be noti- 
fied and should be given an opportun- 
ity to appear in an equity branch of 
United States District court to de 
fend themselves. 

Asks to Submit Brief. 

Norman J. Morrison, special assist- 
ant to the attorney general, sent here 
by Mrs. Willebrandt to supervise the 
raids, argued against setting aside the 
padlock orders, and asked permission 
| to submit a brief. 
| “Certainly,” said Judge Thacher, 
“if you can do so.” 

“1 don’t think we can prepare the 
|papers in time for submission this 
afternoon,” said Mr. Morrison. 

| “In that case,” retorted the Judge, 
“1 will grant the motion to set aside 
the orders now.” 

The motion in question was made 
by Michael Edelstein, attorney for a 
‘number of night clubs, including 
'Luigi’s restaurant, Miss Texas Guin- 
lan’s Salon Royal, and other well 
known resorts. The specific motion in 
| the test case heard today was made 
in behalf of Luigi's. 

Another Group Joins. 

J. Arthur Adler, attorney for an- 
other group of the clubs, joined Mr. 
Edelstein in the arguments. 
| The judge's decision involves the 
| resorts which were subjected to a 
temporary padlocking. Its immediate 
' effect, as soon as formal orders in the 
case of each individual club are 
signed, will be the reopening of the 
‘bars, which, since.the padlocks were 
‘issued, have been closed, although 
‘the clubs themselves remained in oper-

Belgium, Italy, and Japan, held a two 
and one-half hour meeting in the Brit- 
ish delegates’ suite in Hotel Beau- 
rivage. 

The initial exchange of views was so 
satisfactory that another meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday morning, thus 
giving time to the officials to refer the 
matter to their governments and re- 
ceiye instructions. Foreign Minister 
Aristide Briand of France announced 
he will postpone his departure from 
Geneva, scheduled for Thursday night, 
if necessary. Chancellor Hermann 
Mueller of Germany said his proposed 
departure Saturday may be delayed if 
the pourpariers continue to be favor- 
able. 


Full Exchange of Views. 

The communique issued said, ‘‘ The 
six powers commenced conversations 
on the question of the evacuation of 
the Rhineland, with a full exchange of 
views. The discussion is continuing 
and will be resumed Thursday morn- 
ing.” 

The negotiations were carried on in 
three languages, the French, English, 
and German requiring double trans-

The chancellor pointed out that 
every obligation of the treaty has been 
carried out, except the reparations, 
which have been discharged in strict 
accordance with the Dawes plan, as 
agreed on in 1924.

VOLSTEAD ACT IS 
NAMED AS CAUSE 
OF U. S. CRIME 


Ninety per cent of the country’s 
crime may be attributed to the Vol- 
stead act, it was declared yesterday 
by Dr. Mark Milliken of Hamilton, O., 
in an address before members of the 
Henry George Foundation meeting in 
the Congress hotel. There are far too 
many laws ineffectively administered, 
he said. 
Both the prohibition law and the 
gambling law, held in abeyance be- 
cause of the ability to buy protection, 
he described as not only inadequate 
but harmful. 
“‘Gambling laws,” Dr. Milliken de- 
clared, “ not only do not stop gambling 
but they demoralize the police depart- 
ment and everybody else who comes 
into contact with them. They have 
made criminals out of people. If 
left alone, those who like to gamble 
would play for much smaller stakes.”

Police, Flags and Symbols. 

Plenty of police were there, too. Not 
the Cicero police, though the Lom- 
bardo home is in Cicero, but Chicago 
police eying the men who make a 
business of gunnery and a profit of 
crime. 

Twelve pall bearers in tuxedos. A 
silk American flag topped with a brass 
eagle and a silk Italian flag topped 
with a brass symbol, crown and cross. 
Flags furled and poised over the 
casket. 

The killing of Lombardo last Friday 
afternoon in the presence of thousands 
of persons in the downtown district 
had been spectacular. It was a deadly 
notice served by one. powerful Sicilian 
tribe on another powerful Sicilian 
tribe, and the spectacular funeral was 
the answer of the tribe of Lombardo. 
The most important members had to 
be there. 

Men were looking in automobiles 
for the machine guns and sawedoff 
shotguns believed to be in them. None . 
was found. Chicago policemen rubbed 
aganst dark skinned mourners seeking 
the feel of a pistol. They didn't feel 
any. The Capone mer were for the 
moment disarmed and thereby doubly 


defiant. 


Early in the morning a great crowd 
gathered at the brick bungalow at 
2111 South Austin avenue, Cicero. 
Across two treés was a huge floral 
piece bearing the letters T. Lombardo, 
The T was in pink flowers, rest in 
white carnations. So many flowers 
came that they filled not only the 
house but the back yard, the front 
lawn, the passageways between 
houses, and a neighboring lawn, too. 
Lombardo, as a leader in the Italo- 
American Nationa] Union, the succes- 
sor of the Unione Sicilione, with its 
membership of 15,000, was an impor- 
tant person. Al Capone, his partner. 
as the head of the extensive booze and 
vice and gambling syndicate, was an- 
other important person. 
Capone held cour} in the back yard. 
To get near him one had to pass the 
scrutiny and the questioning of sev- 
eral men who knew how to use their 
eyes. The funeral attendants were 
eager for the opportunity to shake 
Capone’s hand. He was most gracious 
about it. 
“Nothing to it,” Capone sdid- in 
reply to a question as to whether his 
own life was in danger. “No, Tony 
and Frank Yale [Uale]) of New York 
were good friends,” he insisted. ‘“‘ No, 
they didn’t kill Lombardo to get even 
for the killing of Yale. I don’t know 
who killed either of them.” ‘ 
Aiello Gang in Hiding. 
If any of the Aiello gang, Lom 
bardo’s foes, were present they did 
not let it be known. Over on the 
north side where they dominate their 
fellow countrymen, they were having 


more by appearance at the funeral. 
Women seemed to predominate in 
the vast congregation outside the 
home as the hour arrived for the 
body to be borne to the cemetery. 
They pushed and tugged and perspired 
as they forced their way closer to 
the lane through which the twelve 
tuxedoed pall bearers carried their 
burden of bronze and silver and silk 
and mortal remains. 

The whole block was filled with curi- 
ous humanity. Girls were anxious to 
get within rdnge of the many cam- 
eras that were constantly clicking. 
Capone had given permission. 

“ There'll be no trouble about taking 
pictures if you just take crowd pic- 
tures,” he said. “ Don't try to get any 
close-ups.” 

Chary of Photographs. 

Gang gentlemen at funerals cre 
usually a bit touchy, about photo- 
graphs. Other people might recognize 
the pictures and then there might be 
the annoyance of a trio to a cell for 
a brief period. But Capone said yes.

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DRYS FIND MORE AND 
MORE SCOFFLAWS ARE 
“BREWING THEIR @WN

Wisconsin are making home brew 
beer and distilling their own hootch 
than ever before, atcording to a pre- 
liminary report of federal dry agents’ 
activities in the two states during the 
last fiscal year. The réport shows 
nearly four times as many stills and 
twice as much home brew beer were 
seized in Illinois in the year ‘ended 
June 30, while a comparative increase 
is recorded for Wisconsin. } 
The report for: Illinois, which dry 
bureau authorities assert will prob- 
ably hold true for the entire country 
j When the figures are complete, shows 
a reduction in the number of large or 
“commercial” illicit stills seized from 
494 in 1927 to 330 in 1928, while of 
whisky confiscated it dropped from 
94,607 gallons to 75,193 gallons. The 
total of small stills discovered, how- 
evered, jumped from 196 in 1927 to 
935 in 1928, 
Similariy, in Wisconsin, according 
to the report, 285 small stills were 
found by the federal agents during 
1928, as against 214 in 1927 and they 
reported the seizure of 23,190 gallons 
of whisky and 73,419 gallons of home 
brew beer as agains: 12,793 gallons 
of whisky and 31,050 gallons of beer 
in the previous year. The report 
shows fhat the number of arrests by 
federal dry agents in Illinois increased 
from 2,150 in 1927 to 2,780 im 1928 
and in Wisconsin from 532 in 1927 to 
1,349 in 1928. 


SEEK CONGRESS 
FUND TO DEPORT 
ALIEN GUNMEN 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[8pe- 
cial.]—Sufficient funds will be asked 
of the next congress to enable immi- 
gration authorities to codperate more 
effectively with the big cities in clear- 
ing out alien gunmen and murderers 
now illegally in this country, officials 
of the department of labor announced 
today. 

If the funds are made available, 
immigration officials believe that many 
of alien criminals now living un- 
molested in the foreign quarters of 
big American cities can be appre- 
hended and deported under the provi- 
sions of the immigration laws. At 
least a thousand more aliens could be 
deported each month if funds were 
available, officials asserted. 

Under present conditions, the offi- 
cialg assert they are powerless, to sup- 
ply the aid they would like to give 
city authorities in their fight to wipe 
out the alien gunmen gangs. At 
least 150 more border patrolmen and 
immigration inspectors will be needed, 
it was said, if the federal authorities 
are to keep criminal aliens out of the 
United States and deport such crim- 
inal aliens as are now here illegally.

OF SUBMARINE 


Saf ety Device. 


On Board the Submarine Salvage 
Vessel Falcon, Solomon's Island, Md., 
Sept. 11.—(4)—-Going down into the 
deepest hole in the choppy waters of 
the Chesapeake bay, three navy divers 
today successfully accomplished a test 
to show that men entrapped in a 
sunken submarine can escape by 
means of a new submarine, safety 
device called “the lung” from a depth 
of 155 feet. 

The divers came from the bottom 
of the bay using the simple apparatus 
which co of an oxygen bag and 
a mouthpiece attachment. At the 
bottom of the bay they encountered 
a pressure of 68 pounds to the square 
inch, but they reached the surface 
without the slightest discomfort, and 
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thie dispelled all fears and danger 
of diver’s bends from the use of the 
Conditions Unfavorable. 


The test was successful despite the 
fact that most unfavorable conditions 
for the place of the experiments were 
especially picked so the reliabligy of 
the “lung” could be established. 

The. divers, who went down in a 
5,000 pound diving bell, which simu- 
lated a fiooded compartment of a 
sunken or wrecked submarine, were 
Lieut. C. B. Momsen, submarine and 
diving expert, a co-inventor of the 
apparatus, and Navy Divers Joseph 
Eiben and Edward Kalimoski of the 
Washington navy yard. They all per- 
formed service as divers. during the 
salvaging of the wrecked submarines 
S-51 and S-4 in New England waters. 
The diving bell was let down to the 
bottom of the bay three times by the 
Falcon. 
. Lieut. Momsen, was the first to de- 
scend. Within five minutes and five 
seconds he reached the bay's bottom. 
Almost immediately he dived from 
under the bell, grasped a line ¥ied to 
a floating buoy and began his ascent 
to the surface which required eight 
‘minutes and 38 seconds. He came up 
hand over hand for the first hundred 
feet at a gradual but steady pace, 
and then rested for more than a 
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minute to permit himself to, bécotne 
properly decompressed to avoid thé 
danger of diver’s bends, which often 
results in death or in permanent 
paralysis. | 
Did Not Tarry Long. 

Eiben made his ascent from a 166 
foot depth in five minutes and 35 sec- 
onds while Kalimoski did not tarry 
long,. coming to the surface in five 
minutes and 11 seconds, neither suf- 
fering any injury. However, to pre 
vent any ‘possible danger the men 
were placed in the Fakon’s decom- 
pression chambers, where they under- 
went the mechanical process of de 
com pression. 

The divers were said by naval of- 
ficers aboard the Falcon to have 
proved with their tests that the ap- 
paratus was the most successful ever 
devised, 

It was made known that several 
scores of these devices are being con- 
structed and their final test, that of 
being used for actual escape from a’ 
flooded submarine and 225 feet of wa- 
ter, will be made next month by the 
same divers. 

The naval officers expressed a belief 
that today’s successful test will result 
in the equipping of all of the 78 sub 
marines in the United States navy 
with “lungs” for each member of the 
crew to be placed in the escape com- 
partments of the undersea craft.

\These groups, closely linked by In- 
terlocking directorates, are opposed to 
resefvations protecting the vital in- 
te of the United States, although 

Great Britdin and France have pro- 

tected their vital interests with res- 

ervations in their notes of acceptance 
of the treaty. The pacifist forces al- 
ready are organizing their propaganda 
campaign to beat any reservations in 
the senate. 
Against Monroe Doctrine. 

The peace groups and their allies 
are particularly «antagonistic to any 
reservation putting the world on no- 
tice that In entering into the Kellogg 
treaty we do not limit our freedom of 
action to maintain_the Monroe Doc- 
trine by force, if seasary: Most of 
them are against the Monroe doctrine 
anyway, many of them have advocated 
its abandonment, and all of them are 
“working hand in glove with the for- 
eign schemers to burke this cardinal 
principle of American national de- 
fense. 


The first gun in this campaign has 
‘been fired by the Rev. Charles Clay- 
ton Morrison, editor of the Christian 
Century, Chicago, affiliated with the 
Federal Council of Churches which 
has actively opposed the Coolidge poli- 
cies in- Mexico and Nicaragua. Dr. 
Morrison is a well known pacifist who 
Was associated with other pacifists 
and with radicals in indorsing the 
radical Lane pamphlet against mili- 
tary training in schools. 

Busy in England Now. 

Dr. Morrison has been in England 
for several weeks, propagandizing for 
the acceptance of the Kellogg treaty 
without reservations and representing 
the United States as willing to re- 
nounce war without any qualification 
whatever, which is going even far- 
ther than Secretary Kellogg, who ex- 
empts defensive wars from his own 
project. A letter which Dr. Morrison 
_ Wrote to the Manchester [England] 
Guardian was hailed with glee by the 
Europeans who are plotting to man- 
euver the United States into abandon- 
ment of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“Since* coming to England six 
weeks ago, where I have been received 
with unstinted courtesy,” the Morri-

|| secrer PACT UP TO COOLIDGE | 


TChleage Tribune Press Service.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.)—One of the first problems which 
will be brought to the attention of 


President Coolidge on his arrival to- 
morrow from his vacation, will be 
that of determining the attitude this 
country will take toward the mys- 
terious Anglo-French naval compro- 
mise agreement. 

Pending arrival of the President, 
Secretary Kellogg and his aids have 
given close attention to the outline of 
the naval understanding reached by 
France and Great Britain. At Mr. 
Kellogg's direction officials of the navy 
department have given study to the 
effects the plan would have on Ameri- 
can naval power. 

The results of these studies will be 
presented to the President and after 
conferences with Mr. Kellogg and 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, Mr. 
Coolidge is expected to decide whether 
this country should flatly disapprove 


of the agreement, ask France and 
England for further information con- 
cerning its terms, or ignore it alte- 
gether for the ra Bia 

in many quarters it is believed the 
British foreign office will be asked for 
further information. It is no secret, 
however, that state and navy depart- 
ment officials are antagonistic towards 
the compromise and inclined to re- 
ject it. 

Naval circles here take the view 
that incorporation of the French-Brit- 
ish compromise in a limitation agree- 
ment would limit the United States In 
building the 10,000 ton cruisers and 
ships of the size useful for America, 
while France and England could build 
unlimited numbers of smaller pales 
useful to them.

“My astonishment arose from the 
fact that the only mention of this mat- 
ter in the negotiating correspondence 
so far as I have seén was made by Bir 
Austen himself. In his first note to 
Mr. Kellogg he suggested that the 
United States had special interests 
analogous to those of Great Britain, 
which, no doubt, Mr. Kellogg intended 
likewise to reserve. In Mr. Kellogg’s 
reply of June 23 he discussed the other 
observations which had been put for- 
ward in the correspondence and 
showed that they did not affect the 
validity of the pact, but he met Sir 
Austen's bid for a reservation of the 
Monroe Doctrine with complete si- 
lence. In his final note of consent to 
the pact Sir Austen restated the Brit- 
ish reservation, and there the matter 
rests.”’ 

To reinforce his argument that un- 
der the Kellogg treaty the United 
States pledges itself not to make war 
to maintain the Monroe Doctrine Dr. 
Morrison quotes the second article of 
the pact, providing that “the settle 
ment of all disputes and conflicts, of 
whatever nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, shall never be sought 


No Exceptions, He Says. 
*“*So far as the negotiations reveal,” 
Dr. Morrison comments, “this is re- 
garded by the Untred States govern- 
ment as meaning exactly what it says. 
I do not see how it can interpreted 
as leaving room for an exception of 
any ‘special interests’ in ‘ certain re-. 
gions’ by England or America, or by 
any other nation. In my judgment if 
it should ever come out that Mr. 
Kellogg, in face of his plea for the 
unqualified and unreserved renuncia- 
tion of war, had secretly or tacitly 


trine, he and his treaty would be sub- 
jected to endless derision in world 
opinion and in the opinion of his own 
country. I can not believe that he 


has done so.” 


Mr. Kellogg has not recorded a reser- 
vation of our right, notwithstanding 
the treaty, to make war to defend 
the Monroe Doctrine.

One Editor’s Views. 

Writing in the Spectator, William 
Martin, editor of the Journal de Ge- 
neve, an anti-Monroe Doctrine propa- 
gandist, said:

On this point the pact 
makes no effort at precision. But Mr. 
Borah, who is, as all the world knows, 
the real author of the pact, has de- 
clared through his friend, Dr. Morri- 
son, that the American government 
considers the Monroe Doctrine incom- 
patible with the new peace proposals.

TRACTION FUND. 


The city, it is reported, has borrowed all the 


. money it may legally borrow this year upon tax 


anticipation warrants and needs $12,000,000 more 
| before the new budget is voted. It is proposed to 
borrow that money in large part from the traction 


. fund of $53,000,000 which the city holds as trustee | 


for the car riders: The city council may be asked 


- to authorize the borrowing at its meeting today. 


Lawyers for the city have ruled that the loan 
is illegal to the extent that there is no authority 
for it in law. Nevertheless, it is reported that 
the city administration is preparing to force the 
issue in the city council. Ald. Oscar Nelson, for- 
merly a Democrat but of recent months a Thomp- 
son Republican and a candidate for trustee of the 
sanitary district, is reported actively preparing to 
force the authorization of the loan through the 
city council. As Mayor Thompson’s floor leader, 
Ald. Nelson is in a strong position in the council. 
Another enthusiast for the loan is said to be 
Edward F. Moore, deputy commissioner of public 
works, who is also a Thompson-indorsed candidate 
for sanitary trustee. These gentlemen are re 
\ported worried at the prospect of some city hall 
pay rollers losing their jobs, with consequent in- 
jury to the political ambitions of city hall candi- 
dates, if the city runs short of money. 

Aldermen whose memories reach as far back as 
April will resist this new raid on the treasury. 
The city administration has loaded the municipal 
pay rolls with a host of job-holders, many of. 
whom were superfluous, as was evidenced by the 
ease with which s few department heads cut down 
their salary rolls; some of the pay rollers per- 
formed no services whatever for the city. They 
were paid from the public treasury for services 


_ ©p behalf of their political faction. They appeared 


at the city hall only to collect their wages. 

An attempt is being made to frighten aldermen 
inte voting for the loan with the threat that the 
city’s vital services, the police, fire and health 
departments, will have to close down for lack of 
money if the loan is not authorized. The threat 
has not been supported by facts and figures. It 
is only a threat. There is nothing but the un- 
supported statement of administration officials to 
substantiate, tt and, with an election coming on, 
the administration ig naturally interested in hav- 
tng plenty of money on hand. Certainly there is 
no danger that the police and fire departments and 
the garbage collection services must be disbanded 
tramediately for lack of funds. 7 

Until evidence ts produced to the contrary the 
presumption must be that the proposed loan is an 
attempt to raid the traction fund for political pur- 
_ poses at the expense of the car riders who con- 
tributed to the fund. The loan is without authority 
of law and ft is being asked without a showing 
of what the money is needed for or of the cir- 
cumstances which have led to the alleged shortage 
of money. There is reason to fear that if the 
money is once taken from the traction fund it 
may never be replaced. 

There appear to be some public officials in Chi- 
cago who are not yet convinced that they are 


personally liable for the misuse of public funds 
intrusted to their care. 


‘THE EUGENIC BABY. 


Miss Katie Pullman of the vaudeville circuit 
recently announced that she was the proprietress 
of a eugenic baby. The baby is eugenic, the 
announcement explained, because it hasn't got 
any paternal proprietor, he being merely a physio- 
logical incident selected for superiority in point of 
robustness and smartness. 

Now, without assuming the réle of administrator 
of the public morals, we point out to any young 
woman who may be of a mind to emulate Miss 
Pullman or to any young woman to whom some 
young man might appeal as a physiological inci- 
dent, that it is difficult to rear a child who hasn't 
got an old man. Where, for instance, would this 
child be in the youthful debates precipitated by 
the boast, “My old man can lick the tar out of 

your old man”? Would the fatherless child 
counter with equal gusto, “ My physiological inci- 
dent can lick the tar out of your old man”? We 
think not, for it is to be presumed that the 
eugenic baby is Unaware of the identity of its 
physiological incident. 

The revolution of marriage is still confined 
largely to talk among New York neurasthenics. 
‘The old system is still in vogue. All questions of 
morality aside, an illegitimate child is not ac- 
cepted $n the social scheme. The woman who 
fulfils, ber motherhood longing by entering into 


representative of the majority of the American 
people, nor their electoral decision as reliable 
an indicator of the national verdict as it has been. 
It may be not, but we are rather confident that 
the Maine result still retains much of its sig- 
nificance. Four years from now, or eight, {t may 
have lost more or all of its value as a special 
sign. But the probabilities, it seems, are now 
very strong that there is to be no such defection 
from the ranks of Republican ,voters as Gov. 
Smith's candidacy is, theoretically, built upon. 
Losses there will be, conspicuous and significant, 
perhaps permanent losses. But it is more than 
plausible that they will be substantially offset 
from the huge reserve of nonvoting Republicans 
and from elements of the Democratic party and 
that Mr. Hoover will be swept to victory by a 
majority foreshadowed by the heavy though not 
record making vote in Maine. 
Such a result we, as supporters of Mr. Hoover's 
jcandidacy, do not look forward to with an un- 
‘mixed emotion of satisfaction. It will be ac- 
‘complished by accretions of strength not only 
from Republican reserves but from the Bryan or 
dry Democracy. This latter assistance, except as 
it may be essential to his election, Mr. Hoover 
would be better off without, and certainly the Re- 
publican party as a consistent and responsible 
instrument of government would be better with- 
out. Mr. Hoover when he enters the White House 
will find waiting on the doorstep influences which 
represent ignorance, intolerance, and bigotry, 
whether of Republican or Democratic complexion. 
They will create perhaps the first and certainly 
one of the most serious of his problems. They 
will cherish an inordinate estimate of their con- 
tribution to his success and will press exorbitant 
demands upon him. If Mr. Hoover is to be him- 
self and to fulfill his potentialities as statesman 
and chief magistrate of the nation he will have to 
put these influences away and he will have to do! 
it with a strong arm. But the same respon 
bility will be upon the shoulders of Republican 
leadership. An influx of the economic and social 
reactionaries, fundamentalists, religious bigots, 
and fanatic teetotalists who fought the drawn 
battle of New York in 1923 and were swept leader- 
less from the field at Houston, can only confuse 
and compromise Republican counsels and defeat 
Republican policies. 
Neither Mr. Hoover nor the Republican party 
can afford to make alliance with such elements 
of the present campaign. The Republican candi- 
date and the party organization will be bene- 
ficiaries of their support and we do not see how 
that can be helped, but it should be in no such 
form.as constitutes obligation or forecloses re- 
pudiation of their influence upon Mr. Hoover's 
administration or the formulation of Republican 
legislation and policy. 


M. BRIAND SALUTES 
MR. KELLOGG. 


As Secretary Kellogg steps upon his native 
shores with the multilateral treaty renouncing 
war in his pocket, the French minister of foreign 
affairs whose signature is found upon the treaty, 
tells the world that the French army is not com- 
ing Out of the Rhineland. : 

M. Briand’s reasons are even more significant 
than their practical conclusion. He says that 
Germany is not totally disarmed because she has 
a hundred thousand officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers, and an immense reservoir 
magnificent, courageous, heroic citizens upon 
which she can draw for ten years more at least, 
as well as.a great industrial organization which 
can furnish ample war materia] if called upon. 
If France does not intend withdrawing her 
army from Germany or abating her military 
establishment until Germany has no great reser- 
voir of heroic citizens and no great industry to 
draw upon, the French flag will fly a long time 
in Germany, and Mr. Kellogg’s treaty for the 
renunciation of war would seem to offer no assur- 
ance at all to either people, if to any. 

Also, while Mr. Kellogg has been arranging for 
the repudiation of war by a Europe as obviously 
unwilling to beat the sword into the plow share 
as M. Briand, we have verification of persistent 
report that another signatory of his treaty, Great 
Britain, has been negotiating with its co-signa- 
tory, France, for a formidable consolidation of 
their respective armaments and military pro- 
grams, the result of which would insure for 
France the preservation tn any armament reduc- 
tion of her military power, through trained re- 
serves, and to Great Britain, France’s support for 
the limitation of naval development by the United 
"The American welkin will soon be ringing with 
songs of pacifist praise for Mr. Kellogg’s accom- 
plishment, but we believe the American people, 
whose instinct of self-preservation and whose 
sense of practica] realities saved them from the 
league of nations, will inspect Mr. Kellogg's 
cornucopia with little enthusiasm. As a pledge 
to abstain from aggressive war, it is superfluous 
in a nation which does not contemplate or fit 
itself for aggressive war, and it is, by nations 
armed to the teeth and able at all times to find 
eelfcatisfying reasons against disarmament, an 
obvious fraud. If Mr. Kellogg’s amiable efforts 
cut down a European army by one battalion, 
there is no sign of it at present and M. Briand, 
while his remarks are a rather sardonic epilogue 
to Mr. Kellogg’s production, deserves American 
thanks for his frank and timely reminder.

THE SIX YEAR MOLARS. 
AST week we gave the opinions of 
Drs. H. F. and A. A. Libby on 
pulling the four molar teeth, com- 
monly known as the six year mo- 

lars, as a measure for correcting irregu- 
larities of the teeth and giving room 
for a proper development and eruption 
of the wisdom teeth. Drs. Libby advo- 
cate pulling all of the six year molars 
at 12 years of age if the jaw is crowded 
and if X-rays show the wisdom teeth 
be in position and developing prop- 
erly. 

Today’s column is given to a briefing 

of a study by Dr. P. O. Sippy of the 
effects of pulling the six yéar molars 
for any cause. Dr. Sippy studied plaster 
casts of the teeth and jaws of 100 young 
men, most of them dental students. The 
casts were made between 1918 and 1927. 
The men were between 18 and 30 years 
of age. In some instances all the six 
year molars had been pulled; in others, 
only one to three of them. Some were 
pulled because of decay, some in order 
to correct irregularities; and some for 
offer reasons. In most cases several 
years tad elapsed after the teeth were 
drawn before the casts were made. 
Dr. Noyes found that when a six year 
molar was drawn the vacant space was 
not later occupied by other teeth. The 
teeth behind did not push forward and 
the teeth in front did not push back. 
It is true that the size of the space 
was somewhat lessened after several 
years, but that was due to tipping or 
tilting of the bicuspid in front and the 
412 year molar behind. In other words, 
the roots of the teeth remained about 
where they were, the bodies tilted. for- 
ward and backward. The tilting and 
tipping threw a greater strain on the 
membranes and ligaments which hold 
the nearby teeth and, in that way, 
caused a tendency toward decay and 
pyorrhea. 


4 The general conclusion is that draw- 


‘ing the six year molars will not prove 
a satisfactory method of regulating the 
th of children. If one six year molar 
lost the others should not be drawn, 
assuming them to be sound teeth. Dr. 
Noyes says dentists have been battling 
over this question for just seventy 
years. About half of them are on one 
side and half on the other. Six years 
ago Dr. Noyes made a scientific study 
which led to conclusions similar to those 
of Dr. Sippy. 
Dentists, being doctors, have the same 
right to disagree.

I 
give her only one or two eggs & week— | 
always at noon, which do not bother 
her.

Fifth—Under the column “ Age 21 years or 
over,” the word “ Yes” or “No” according 
to the fact stated, provided that this ques- 
tion shall be answered in respect to the date 
of the next succeeding election.’’ 
Thus it is that under the provisions of 
this law sponsored by the Hon. Edmund E. 
Jarecki. applicants for registration, whether 
men or women, are no longer required to 
give their exact ages.

THE CAR MEN’S INTEREST. 

Chicago, Sept. 10.—The leading TRIB- 
UNE editorial Sept. 6, dealing with the 
new traction proposal, cited among 
other points subject to criticism, “ that 
the political influence of the car men's 
unions, forcing continual increases in 
the cost of operation, and of the strap- 
hangers pressing for unwarranted re- 
ductions of fare, might jeopardize the 
entire arrangement.” 

THE TRIBUNE is to be commended for 
raising this point; it is the only time in 
the discussion of the traction proposal 
that the employés have been mentioned. 
In none of the reviews of the new 


transportation plan so far published 
does there appear any provision for 
the protection of employés. 

It would seem reasonable that any 
transportation arrangement to serve the 
needs of what is destined to be the 
greatest city in the world shoulé pro 
vide protection for the men and women 
that are to operate this system. All of 
the necessary protective features affect- 
ing investment, interest, brokerage, con- 
trol, ownership, and all materia] things 
are provided for, but I have yet to see 
any mention of protection for the 30,000 
workers upon whom the burden of oper- 
ation of these properties will fall. The 
human side of the proposed transpor- 
tation system is given no consideration. 

As in the past, the car employés are 
thrown upon their own resources to pro- 
tect their interests. Their only means of 
doing this is through their organization. 
As good citizens and as a most im- 
portant part of what is certain to be 
the largest urban transportation system 
in the world, should it become necessary 
for the car employés to use political or 
any other proper influence to insure just 
conditions of employment, they would 
be wholly within their rights. 

As car employés we are hopeful that 
in the consummation of any traction 
plan for Chicago it will be made suffi’ 
ciently broad to anticipate the present 
and future needs of the men and women 
who devote their lives to this public 
service. The operating fund of this plan, 
to be practical and workable, should 
contemplate provision for a retirement 
fund for the benefit of employés who 
have been worn out in the service. It 
should contemplate provision for sick- 
ness, total disability and death, and 
provision for an adequate wage and 
conditions of employment in keeping 
with the advanced standards of the 
times, 

Any traction plan adopted by Chicago 
should embrace the right to establish 

the foregoing provisions, chargeable to 
| operating expense, and these provisions 
| should be work»d out in a practical way 
and adjusted from time to time, as 
needs may demand, through the em- 
ployés’ organization and the executives 
in control. 

If wisdom is to prevail in the drafting 
of a traction plan that is to reach into 
the future at least forty years, no better 
safeguard for all parties of interest 
could be embodied in the plan‘than a 
basis for bona fide collective bargaining 
and a fair method of adjusting indus- 
trial disputes. Financial and physical 
features may be surrounded with every 
protection, but this can never be se- 
cure unless efficient and uninterrupted 
service is to be assured. 

The interests of the companies, city 
and car riders appear to be carefully 
looked after in the proposed arrange- 
ment, but I respectfully submit that the 
employés have rights that should be re- 
spected in any traction plan that is to 
prove successful.

Plans for two large projects affect- 
ing Chicago’s aviation progress, the 
construction of a new lake front fly- 
ing field and enlargement ‘of the Mu- 
nicipal airport at 63d street and Cicero 
avenue, were advanced by develop- 
ments yesterday. 

Roy N. Lesch, assistant. corporation 
counsel] who is handling the lake front 

- field matter for the city, announced 
that an ordinance clearing the way 
for the improvement is completed and 
in the hands of the svuth park 
for approval. At the board's offices 
it was said that the ordinance likely 
will be acted on Sept. 19, after which 
it will go to the city council for 
final passage. | 

Airport Land Trade Speeded. 


well, president of the board of edu- 
cation, ,endorsed a proposed deal be- 
tween the city and the school board 
whereby the Municipal field would be 
doubled in size by addition of a half 
section of school land. In return the 
city would turn over its Clarendon 
beach property at Wilson avenue as a 
site for an educational center. Mr. 
Caldwell will submit to the school 
trustees at their meeting today a 
resolution authorizing the exchange. 

Both the Municipal and proposed 
new lake front fields figure in the 
plans of aviation promoters for Chi- 
cago’s future aeronautic developments 
the latter to serve as a downtown ter- 
minal for land and sea planes and 
the former as a fuel and repair field 
and a manufacturing center.

The ordinance prepared by Mr. 
Lesch is a necessary preliminary to 
the bond issue to give the city title, 
ingress and: egress to the property. 

It is in the form of an amendment 


to the 1919 lake front ordinance and

hence must be approved by all the 
parties to that ordinance, the city, 
the park board, and the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, as well as the federal 
government. Both the railroad and 
war department have verbally ap- 
proved the amendment, according to 
Mr. Lesch., 

The proposed ordinance repeals the 
city’s old plans for a ship harbor 
which Included approaches at 22d and 
Slst streets and a subway at 18th 
street to be constructed by the Illi- 
nois Central. The city agrees to re- 
claim the 1,000 acres and build and 
equip the airport while the railroad 
and park commissioners grant the 
use of the existing 23d and 3ist street 
viaducts for traffic to and from the 
field. 

George Donoghue, superintendent 
for the park board, explained that the 
board has no intention of obstructing 
the ordinance but may ask some minor 
changes. These will be to guard 
against truck traffic on park boule- 
vards and to prevent encroachment 
on the sites of the proposed lake front 
islands for the world’s fair in 1933. 


Trade Approved by Council. 


The proposal to trade the Municipal 
airport and Clarendon beach property 
already has been informally approved 
by the city council in a resolution 
adopted on July 11. Mayor Thomp- 
son is understood to be favorable. 

The school property, comprising 320 
acres, lies adjacent to the 320 acre 
municipal field on the north. It is 
now a vacant prairie save for tracks 
of the belt line railroad. It is planned 
to depress these tracks. 

The Clarendon beach property com- 
prises 500,000 square feet extending 
1,056 feet between Clarendon avenue 
and Lake Michigan.

or one ordinary package of dates, one 
teaspoon of soda, one cup of boiling 
water, one-half cup of chopped nuts, 


one and one-fourth cups of flour, one- 


half teaspoon salt, one cup of sugar, 
one tablespoon butter, one egg. 
Pick the dates over carefully as 
you separgte them one from anpther 
and pour boiling water over: them— 
not the above mentioned—to clean or 
sterilize them. If dates from some 
‘other source than a package are used 
it may be best to wash them, and 
drain them well before using the boil- 
ing water, for the purpose mentioned. 
Drain from boiling water, remove 
seeds and shred the dates. Sprinkle 
the teaspoon of baking soda over 
them, then pour the prescribed cup 
of boiling water over them and stir 
well. Cream the butter and sugar, 
add the well beaten egg to them, then 
beat this combination into the date 
mixture along with the floured nuts.

LITHUANIA TAXES 
AND CO-OPS RUIN 
JEWISH TRADERS 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Sept. 11.—The economic 


life of the Lithuanian Jew is reaching 
a crisis as a result of the organized 
competition of the Lithuanian co 


operative societies, which are taking 
the ground from under the feet of the 
Jewish middleman, according to Dr. 
Rosenbach, former minister of Jewish 
affairs in Lithuania, in an address be- 
fore the London conference of the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organiza- 
tions, 

Matters were made even worse, he 
said, by the government heaping 2 
staggering tax burden upon the Jew- 
ish merchant class, since it fears to 
tax the peasantry too much because 
the latter is the backbone of suppor“ 
upon which the government’s very 
existence rests. | 

Since the middlemen and shopkeep- 
ers constitute the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Lithuanian Jewry, the pros- 
perity of the latter now is suffering 
almost a death blow. The only bright 
spot is the Jewish schools which the 
government has subsidized the same

schools are teaching Hebrew. 

Prof. W. C. Hor,’ chief rabbi of 
Warsaw, who also spoke, said the 
Jewish merchaat class of Poland was 
declining at an alarming rate numeri- 
cally as well as in business volume, 
due to the competition of the Polish 
coéperative societies, the same as in 
Lithuania.
